To attend an international confer- 
ence of farm organizations of the 
United Nations in Church House, 
London, England, designed to set up 
an International Iederation of Agri-

Halifax on Saturdny, May 4th. The 
conference will open May 2Ist. 
The Albertans are Ben Plumer, 


Chairman of the Board of Directors 
of the Alberta Wheat Pool; John E. 
Brownlee, K.C, LL. D., Vice-President 
of United Grain Growers, and R. H. 
M. Bailey, Edmonton, President, Dairy 
Farmers of Canada. 

The Canadian delegation will be 
headed by H. H. Hannam, President 
of the Canadian Iederation of Agri- 
culture, and will include the Tirst 
Vice-President, W. J.. Parker, Presi- 
dent Manitoba Pool Elevators; J.. A. 
Marion, Montreal Second Vice-Presi- 
dent and President of L’Union Catho- 
lique des Cultivateurs de (uebec; 
and Colin G. Grotf, Secretary of the 
Federation.. 

Delegates From Many Countries

Adding” greatly to the facilities of 
the U.I*.A. Co-operative store, ware- 
house and offices at Calgary, the new 
addition to the U.F.A. Building was 
last. week brought near enough to 
completion to enable the opening of 
the new ground floor hardware section. 
The addition is two storeys high, of 


steel, brick and stucco, 120 ft. in 
length and 48 ft. wide, with full 
basement. 


A freight elevator (in addition to the 
cement ramp in the old section of the 
building) connects all three floors. 
The new basement provides storage 
for hardware and contains a fire-proof 
records room 47 ft. x 10 ft. 

Hardware on Ground Floor 

On the ground floor is the new 
hardware department, approached by 
a new entrance on Eleventh Ave. F., 
or through an archway thirteen feet 
wide joining the old section with the 
new. Some twenty island counters in 
addition to serving counters and wall 
shelving enable goods to be displayed

OTTAWA, May lst.—The plight 
of the countless number of hungry 
peoples in European countries and in 
the East has continued so increasingly 
urgent that it has become a primary 
call on the consciences of all Cana- 
dians. It is not that this country’s 
record has not been good in the pro- 
duction and export of food during and 
since the war. It is recognized by 
everybody that it has been excellent. 
Our farmers have done a ‘marvellous 
job. But the stark. fact remains that 
the people of the North American 
continent are at the present moment 
the best fed people in the world and 
vast numbers of those. who fought 
beside us during the war and who 
through their courage in the midst of 
rivations from which we were entirely 
ree, made a great contribution to vic- 
tory, are on the verge of starvation 
It is a harrowing thought that should 
make all Canadians tighten their belts 


and open to the full every channel.

Economic Production

We have recently finished compiling our patrons’ shipments 


and on checking them over, we are struck by the variations in 
total receipts by one producer to another. 


One Shipper’s Results 

We checked this point with one 
of our shippers, and we find that 
between his home consumption and 
his deliveries to the plant, he produced 
2,113 lbs. of butterfat last year from 
eight cows. This works out at an 
average of 264 Ibs. of fat per cow, 
and to a value of butterfat production 
of $113.52 per cow. This man is a 
plain ordinary mixed farmer and* he 
did not feed any extra amount of 
fancy feeds, or give any special care 
beyond ordinary good herd man- 
agement. 

The secret is that his cows are bred 
to produce, and when we consider 
that the average production per cow 
for the Province is 160 lbs. of butter- 
fat, and this farmer produced an 
average of 264 lbs. of butterfat, it is 
quite apparent that he must have had 
a higher net profit per cow and a 
higher profit in relation to his invest- 
ment and equipment than the average. 

Figure It Out 

Take a pencil and paper, figure 

out how much fat you shipped last 
ear and how much you used at 
10me, and if you do not get a yield 
of at least 200 lbs. of fat per cow, it 
would seem pretty obvious that you 
have some “boarders”? in your herd. 
The need in Alberta is not for more 
cows but for better cows. The short- 
age of food in the world is a grim, 
stark reality, and calls on us all to 
produce all we can in the name of 
starving humanity.

production will increase rapidly and 
it will not be long before they will be 
in a position to compete with products 
we are sending overseas in such large 

uantities today. There is not a 

oubt in the world that we will have 
to take less for what we are producing, 
one of these days. and the man who is 
going to continue to operate profitably 
is the one who is starting to improve 
his productive methods NOW. 

This column has been devoted to 
outlining how this can best be done 
for some considerable time and we will 
continue to do our best to give our 
friends the most up-to-date information 
along these lines. A_ considerable 
amount of time and thought is given 
to the articles appearing in our section 
of The Western Porn eader and the 
letters we receive from our patrons 
indicate that our efforts are bearing 
fruit.

in the buildings available. Heavy 
breeds such as New Hampshires, 
Rhode Island Reds, and Barred Rocks, 
require four square feet of floor space, 
and White Leghorns and other Medi- 
terranean breeds, three and one-half 
square feet per bird. More space 
than this does not give increased re- 
turns in relation to the increased cost 
per head for housing, etc. Reliable 
experiments show that production is 
lowered and mortality increases as the 
floor space per bird is decreased below 
the figures given. Overcrowded houses

are usually damp or even wet and 
poorly ventilated, birds. are not able 
to get to feeders and water troughs, 
roosting space is at a premium, birds 
are overheated, all of which results 


in general unthriftiness, high mor- 
tality, and low production. DO NOT 
OVERCROWD. 


Ventilation.— Ventilation has been 
a difficult problem in the past and still 
causes considerable trouble in some 
poultry houses. There are several 
types of ventilation in use that func- 
tion reasonably well. The most com- 
mon is where the fresh air is admitted 
by opening windows and the foul air 
is exhausted through shafts. Any 
i that -will insure a fairly rapid 
change of air without draft should 

be satisfactory if ty attention is 
given. Care must be taken to prevent 
extreme drop in temperature during 
‘cold weather. This brings us to the 
question of heat in the poultry house. 

Heated Poultry House.—In con- 
sidering the advisability of recom- 
mending artificial heat in the poultry 
house we had to take into considera- 
tion the fire hazard, cost of equipment, 
cost of installation and cost of opera-

Birds can be kept comfort- 
able at all times regardless of weather

conditions outside, litter kept dry, 
water does not freeze, and there is a 
saving on labor as the litter ' does not 
need to be changed so often, and a 
saving in litter as well. Drop boards 
are easily cleaned, too. Fuel con- 
sumption is low. Care must be taken 
in operating the stove to avoid ex- 
tremes in temperatures, as a house 
that is too warm does as much harm 
as one that is too cold. Maintain a 
temperature of .around 45 degrees, 
a fluctuation of 5 degrees either way 
does not matter. Many flock owners 
now use heat during the cold weather 
with good results generally. When 
results are not so good the trouble 
is usually lack of proper attention to 
the stove and ventilation. 


Artificial Light.—Artificial light will 
assist in maintaining production and 
flock condition, but care should be 
taken not to extend the day beyond 
14 hours. Twelve hours is better if 
body weight keeps up and production 
is held around the 60% mark. In 
many flocks artificial light is not 
necessary to maintain 60% production. 

If a flock has suffered a set-back or 
goes into a false moult, this can 
usually be checked and the flock 
Sendai’ back into condition by in- 
creasing the length of day three to 
four hours by the use of lights.

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TOWARDS A WORLD ORGANIZATION OF 
PRIMARY FARM PRODUCERS 


Tor the first time in the world’s history, a confer- 
ence of representatives of farmer’s organizations of.a 
widely international character is to be held. It will 
be opened in the Church House, 4ondon, England, 
on May 2lst, and will last for ten days. At least 
four of the five continents will be represented by 
farmers’ delegations from many countries. Those 
who have sponsored the conference are determined 
that an International Federation of Agriculture 
shall be set up, ‘‘which will be able to speak with 
one voice for the world's farm producers.” 


The decision to call this international conference 
eame as the outcome of more or less informa! meet- 
ings between leaders in various farm organizations. 
It might not be easy to determine who originated 
the idea. That does not matter. It is true that in 
November, 1912, H. H. Hannam, President of the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture, suggested the 
calling of an international conference of this sort. 
Then, in 1945, delegates from the National Farmers’ 
Union of England and Wales and from the farmers’ 
orginizations of Scotland and Northern Ireland, 
during a tour of North America, extended invita- 
tions to the farmers of Canada and the United 
States to come to [London for a meeting. The 
coming conference is the direct outcome of that 
invitation. 

5 * * 

It is not to be expected thatthe new organization 
which it is intended to set up will be fully repre- 
sentative from the outset. But its creation will be 
a good beginning. Its success will depend, ulti- 
mately, upon the strength of the various national 
units from which its officers will be drawn—just as 
the success of each national unit (the Canadian 
Federation of* Agriculture, for example) depends 
upon the strength of each of the state or provincial 
units of which it is composed. These in turn are 
dependent upon. the district and local farm organi- 


zations. 
* * * 


WILL DEPEND ON STRONG LOCAL UNITS 


Every primary farm producer who joins his local 
unit and gives it active, constructive support, will 
be an effective participant, in a quite definite sense, 
in the building of the world organization. This 
organization, if it be given the loval allegiance of 
the farm people, can become a force for good—can 
bring benefits in years to come to the primary farm 
producers everywhere. In so doing it can make 
a contribution of no mean order to the achievement 
of a fair balance in world economy between rural 
and urban industry, and between primary pro- 
duction and commerce. 

The time might indecd come when an Inter- 
national Federation of Agriculture, genuinely global 
in character, and working with such a body as 
the Food and Agriculture Organization (itself asso- 
ciated with the United Nations) might become a 
major force making for the rehabilitation of agri- 
culture throughout the world.

of Toronto, ‘‘folded up’’—‘‘not because the gener- 

osity of News’ support has failed or the interest

Those who have read News week by week since 
it commenced publication on May 8th, 1941, have 
appreciated its uncommon quality. Its brilliant 
editor, Judith Robinson, daughter of the John R. 
Robinson who for forty years edited the Toronto 
Telegram, placed at the masthead a quotation from 
Somerset Maugham—‘“If a nation values anything 
more than freedom it will lose its freedom.” 

News never valued anything more than freedom. 
Whether it was seeking to arouse Canadians to a 
realization of the urgency of intensified effort during 
the darkest years of the war, or fighting for decent 
hospitalization for wounded and invalid soldiers, or 
demanding justice for some obscure victim of a 
jack in office, the editor of News always did honor 
to its slogan. 

* * * 

In the final issue Miss Robinson paid tribute to 
its sponsors (it always lost money). ‘‘Not once, from 
beginning to end,” she wrote, ‘‘did any of the four 
who made themselves News’ friends so much as imply 
a suggestion that a cash contribution to a paper’s 
continuance might carry with it some right to shape 
policy or to influence it. Not once has any of the 
four even hinted that a part in financing News 
might give some title to. claim consideration for 
personal interests. A country that can produce four 
such citizens out of its hat, to befriend a shoestring 


experiment in journalistic honesty, is a good country 


to stay honest in.”

Federation Presents Tariff Brief.— 
The Dominion Government has ap- 
pointed an interdepartmental com- 
mittee to study matters affecting trade 
and tariffs. This committee is making 
a very careful study of the situation 
and all briefs presented to it for 
consideration. 

The Canadian Federation of Agri- 
culture has taken this opportunity to 
present a very complete and carefully 
prepared brief. This brief stresses 
the need of removing import tariffs 
on all tools of production and equip- 
ment necessary in modernizing our 
farm homes. 

The Federation urged the committee 
to give every consideration to the 
export of beef cattle to the U.S. 
markets. They stressed the need for 
a larger quota, with reduced tariff, 
and furthermore, that the present 
embargo, preventing the shipment of 
cattle to the American market, should 
be lifted at the earliest possible 
moment. 

It is the opinion of the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture that in a 
general way every effort must be made 
to facilitate the free exchange of goods 
among all countries. 


London Conference.—Many dele- 
gates who will represent the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture at the 
London Conference of organized Agri- 
culture are now on the high seas. 
Dr. W. M. Drummond will accompany 
the delegation as Economic Advisor. 
Dr. Drummond is in charge of Agri- 
cultural Economicsaat the Guelph 
Agricultural College and is considered 
as one of the outstanding economists 
in Canada. His services’ and advice 
will be of considerable importance in 
representing Canadian Agriculture. 


Provincial Feed Bank.—The short 
feed crop last year prompted our 
Provincial Department of Agriculture 
to prevail upon the Dominion Feeds 
Administrator to establish feed banks 
in Edmonton and Calgary. Asa result 
large stocks of feed vats and barley 
are in store at these points. 

The demand on these supplies has 
been limited. Thus, one is inclined to 
say that we over-estimated the need 
for feed grains, or that we have failed 
to fully acquaint the farmer witb this 
supply of feed.

Have you 
enough to last until the new crop is 
harvested? The 1947 supplies are 
still a question mark with some 
districts needing rain already. 
Eastern Canada wants and needs 
this feed, and. unless Western demand 
becomes more apparent, these feed 
banks will undoubtedly be moved. 


DDT can be recommended definitely 
for use on potatoes, in either spray or 
dust form, states a report from the 
Division of Entomology of the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture. 
It has been used with success against 
cabbage worm and other caterpillars 
attacking cabbages and cauliflowers; 
but, until more is known of the possible 
effect of residues on persons eating the 
vegetables, it is only recommended 
for use while the plants are in early 
stages. After that, derris should be 
substituted. DDT is also recom- 
mended for use against most flea 


‘beetles and leafhoppers, tarnished plant 


bug, tomato fruit worm and tomato 
hornworm. For cutworm baits, paris 
green or other arsenicals is advised.

The maximum prices at which a primary producer may sell any maple syru 
to a processor or an industrial user is: 15 cents per pound for angraded 
syrup; 17 cents for Canada Dark grade; 18 cents for Canada Medium grade; 
19 cents for Canada Light grade; and 20 cents for Canada Fancy grade. For 
either graded or bagraded” maple sugar loose-packed in bags or other 
containers at random (known as ‘farmer's ren'’5, the price is 25 cents per 
pound. This represents an increase of two cents a pound in sales to a processor 
or industrial user, and three cents a pound on “Tarthet’s run"’ prices. 

There will be no change in the retail price of either maple syrup or maple 
sugar to the consumer. 


FARM MACHINERY 


Effective April 13, maximum retail ‘pe ceilings for Canadian made farm 
machinery and parts were increased by twelve and one half percent. Board 
officials state that the increase granted, although less than half that 
requested by the industry, should mean that the supply of vitally needed 

_ farm implements will be produced to the maximum that labour and 
materials will permit. 


TRANSIENT LABOUR 


If you are in need of extra labour this year you will be faced with the 
nag re of feeding them. Here is how to go about it. If you employ extra 

elp for less than two weeks and intend to serve more than cwallve meals, 
your local Ration Board, on application, will provide enough extra coupons 
to allow you to feed them without having to use your Own coupons. 


SEED POTATO PRICES 


While ceiling prices are still the same for all varieties and grades of seed 
‘ifn (Certified Seed, Foundation A and Foundation) as were in effect 
ast year, the retailer's mark-up is slightly less, and varies throughout 
Canada according to transportation costs in each of the five zones. 


PORK CARCASSES AND SIDES PRICES INCREASE 


Effective April 1, domestic wholesale price ceilings on pork carcasses and 
sides show an increase of 214 cents per pound. The contract price for Wilt- 
shire sides for the United Kingdom was raised from $22.50 to $25.00 per 
hundredweight, and the domestic increase will maintain the relationship 
between the domestic and export prices of pork. 


BUTTER PRICES UP 


As an incentive to greater production, on April 1 last, prices for creamery 
butter were brought more in line with those for other dairy products by an 
increase at all levels of four cents a pound in price. Prices for dairy butter 
and whey butter have been increased by the same amount. 


‘LIFT REGULATIONS 


Recent removals from ceiling controls, while not affecting many foods 
roduced in Canada, do include hops; preserved horseradish; edible tree nuts 
when not mixed with peanuts); barrelled fruits and berries when in brine 

or sulphured and including citrus skins and citron; Maraschino type cherries; 
candied or drained peels and citron; candied glace or drained Cais spices 
and herbs (except pepper, mace and oneineg ; fruit juices (except citrus, 
pineapple, apple and grape juice); vegetable sauces (except tomato sauce 
and ketchup and chili sauce); pickles, including capers; popping corn; 
dietetic foods labelled and sold as such; potato chips; sunflower seeds 
packaged for sale as food; preserved peppers; canned beets, carrots and 
mushrooms, and various fish products. 

Among other'items are bleaches for household use; cleansing fluids, polishes 

for metal, silver, brass, glass and windows; used beer, wine and spirits 

bottles and used food jars and bottles. 


SUGAR FOR CANNING 


The first half of the ten-pound allotment of sugar for home canning will be 
available to consumers with the validating of sugar-preserves' coupons 
$8 to $12 on May 2. Provision for the purchase of the second half at ake 
allotment will be made on July 4, when five more sugar-preserves coupons, 
$17 to S21, will be available. These 10 coupons will be in addition to the 
regular *'S’’ coupons valid monthly during cir, June and July. There is no 
difference between the above-mentioned coupons and any other valid ‘‘S’’ 
coupon, and all of them are good for your purchases of sugar or a corre- 
sponding amount of preserves. 


YELLOW PRESERVES COUPONS—NOT VALID 


Maple syrup producers are warned against accepting yellow preserves 
coupons for maple syrup purchases. These were cancelled in 1945 and are no 
longer valid for making purchases of any preserves. The only coupons 
acceptable for purchasing preserves or pe products are valid *'S’’ green 
coupons, or, pink unnumbered sugar coupons with the *‘Beaver’’ imprinted; 
and which are issued to the yet Forces or on Temporary Ration Cards,

On April the ninth”Mr. C. E. Christensen tendered his resignation 
as General Manager to the Alberta Poultry Producers, Ltd., to take 


effect May Ist, 1946. 

Thus ends the active career of 
a man who has spent the best 
part of his life in giving leadership 
to co-operative activities of pro- 
ducers in the Province of Alberta. 

The part he played in the de- 
velopment of the Northern Alberta 
Dairy Pool, his participation in the 
Southern Alberta Dairy Pool for a 
‘decade as adviser and counsellor, 
and finally as General Manager of 
the Alberta Poultry Producers, 
bave made him well known to the 
majority of agricultural producers 


in the Province. 

Monuments to His Achievement 

In his retirement he leaves behind 
these monuments, which as a builder 
he was instrumental in creating, and 
also the responsibility, to those who 
at | on, of enlarging and improving, 
as the need arises to efficiently serve 
the producers. 

Perhaps the finest compliment 
that could be paid to Mr. Christen- 
sen is the promise of his successors 
that the work he so ably started, 
consolidated and carried on will not 
be left to wither but will he kept 
on a high plane and developed as 
need requires to provide services. 
The knowledge and training he has 
given to those who immediately 
follow him is not only to their 

ersonal advantage, but they must 

e instrumental in passing on to 

others the same qualifications. 

Connection With Poultry Producers 
As the Poultry Producers was the 
last Organization he was connected 
with in a large way, perhaps it would 
be proper at this time to review the 

history of his connection with them. 
In the summer of 1941, when it was 
decided to set up a poultry Co-opera- 
tive that would be Province-wide in 
its activities, the Northern Alberta 
Dairy Pool agreed to loan the services 
of Mr. Christensen as General Man- 
ager to the new organization. And 
it really was a start from scratch, 
With no facilities and no money, the 
organization has within the short 
period of less than five years hecome 
the largest Poultry Co-operative in 
Canada, handling some_ thirty-two 
different poultry products and with a 
membership of 40,000 producers. The 
policy has been to take the product of 
the producer and to process it as near 
88 ible for consumption” to~ the 
consumer. From a start in a small 


way, of handling eggs and poultry in 
a plant bought in Edmonton, the 
Co-operative now has 81 country 
grading stations, 3 hatcheries, 3 cold 
storage plants and a drying plant. 

With the efficient consolidation of 
the different phases of the poultry 
industry, Alberta has been able to 
contribute a larger share than would 
have been possible under ordinary 
conditions to the war effort, and 
likewise to the peace time transition 
period when a war-torn world has 
chaos and suffering and distress never 
before witnessed on so large a scale.

OW and when will atomic 
power influence life on our 
earth? 


It is not easy to answer this question. 
The physical and technical problem 
of atomic power is closely interwoven 
with our social and international prob- 
lems. It is not only the scientists on 
whom the future of our world depends. 
Imagine that we destroy all our atomic 
plants and forbid teaching and experi- 
menting on atomic physics. On the 
other hand imagine that, all nations 
give full organizational and_ financial 
support to study-projects in atomic 
energy, that scientific collaboration 
be planned and achieved on a global 
scale. Obviously the final result would 


-be entirely different in each of these 


extreme cases. The reality will lie 
somewhere between. Global co-opera- 
tion is still far away, but neither can 
we imagine that no support will be 
given to atomic research. On the 
contrary, it is probable that, atvleast 
on a national scale, government sup- 
port of atomic research will increase 
constantly. This must be so because 
a country that does not utilize atomic 
energy would soon become like a 
country that yesterday did not utilize 
electric power; it would become back- 
ward and weak, a prey to its more 
powerful neighbours. Thus atomic 
energy must and will come into our 
lives. No one can say how quickly 
this greatest of .all revolutions will be 
accomplished. But, if the history of 
science has taught us anything, it has 
taught us that the speed of its progress 
often exceeds the prophecies of vision- 
aries who look far beyond the realities 
of our present day. 


War—Dry Numbers Convincing 


Many frightening things have been 
said about the influence of atomic 
power upon future wars, yet we do 
not need strong words; dry numbers 
can prove more convincing. 

A few tons of uranium 235 are equiv- 
alent to a few hundred thousand tons 
of T.N.T., but this is only the begin- 
ning. Theoretically we can imagine 
a few tons of matter with the explosive 
power of a few hundred million tons 
of T.N.T. Theoretically, we can 
imagine the explosive force of an 
atomic bomb being one thousand times 
greater than the bomb which de- 
stroyed Nagasaki, a city of 212,000 
people. An immediate increase of 
ten or a hundred times may be just 
around the corner. A few tons of 
explosive atomic matter may lay 
waste the greatest countries in the 
world, destroy all cities, kill half the 
population, blast the monuments of 
our civilization into ruins. All this can 
be done in a matter of minutes. 

Not enough attention has been paid 
to the fact that the by-products ob- 
tained in the-manufacturing process of 
atomic bombs can ‘be even more 
deadly than the atomic bembs them- 
selves. In Smyth's report (Atomic 
Energy for Military Purposes) we read 
that it should be Rie <p to extract 
such by-products and use them “like 
a particularly vicious form of poison 
gas ... Fission products produced 
in one day might be sufficient to 
make a large area uninhabitable.” 


- Thus, besides atomic bombs, we may 


have equally dangerous poisonous 
radioactive bombs that can be manu- 
factured even more quickly. Add to 
that the prospects of bacteriological 
warfare and the fact that bombs may 
be dropped suddenly by rocket planes 


The moral is clear: we have within 
our grasp all the technical means of 
destroying life on our planet. This 
conclusion is not an exaggeration. 
I know how nightmarish all this 
sounds, yet only if we paint in our 
minds concretely the details of an 
atomic war, only then do we see that 
war has ceased to be an alternative 
to peace, and has become, like death 
itself, the alternative to life. 


Is There Any Defence? . 


Is there any defence against atomic 
weapons? 
ledge the fission explosion is a most 
elementary physical process. Once 
started, no human power can control 
or modify it. We can imagine that 
our defence weapons are so perfected 
that all bomb carriers are 
automatically far away from our 
shores. But even this most fantasti- 
cally efficient defence assumes that 
an aggressor tells us when to start our 
vigilance and to keep our own carriers 
out of the way. 

Another possibility of defence would 
be to disperse our towns, to build our 
factories, shelters, schools, deep under- 
ground and live there in security until 
better and more efficient bombs force 
us to dwell deeper and deeper below 
the earth’s crust. 

Still another possibility of defence 
is that of attack; we can destroy the 
a ga aggressor by striking first. 

ill any democracy survive morally 
such a test of its eg 0 strength? 
No decent man can believe in it. 

Our conclusion is clear. There is no 
effective defence against atomic war- 
fare. . 

Industrial Technique 


The influence of atomic power upon 
a peaceful world is limitless in its 
possibilities. The great Hanford plant 
producing plutonium is a source of 
energy, that could be put to use like 
that of coal, oil, or electric current. 
Unlike these sources atomic power 
will be manufactured more and more 
cheaply as our knowledge and demand 
for it increases. . 

The Hanford plant is most import- 
ant for another reason:—it is a model 
of the factories of the future. Because 
of the dangers of radioactive posioning, 
the whole plant is operated by remote 
control. It forms an isolated system 
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According to our know-

and it stops automatically whenever 
the fission process exceeds the pre- 
scribed level. 

The great plants of the future will 
be operated and controlled by ma- 
chines. We can well imazine—accord- 
ing to our modern knowledge, both 
of atomic energy and control mechan- 
isms—the most complicated plants 
like one producing B-29’s, ghost- 
operated by remote control. All 
that will remain for the human mind 
and for human hands is to blueprint 
them and to build them. 

The development of atomic power, 
not for great plants but for small 
systems like engines, cars, lamps, 1s 
farther ahead. It 1s possible that the 
greatest barrier to the use of atomic 
power will be, not cost, not the 
problem of changing atomic energy 
into work, but that of getting rid of 
radioactive substances. But the hum- 
an mind will master this problem too. 

A further problem is whether we can 
dispense with government control in

Two Contrasting Possibitities 


By our thoughts we can create the 


world of tomorrow; we can _ picture 
men living on the eVer-green earth 
in a climate they have learned to 
change at their will. In such a world 
of the future, towns and _ villages 
appear only in fairy tales, and its 
citizens are almost uniformly distri- 
buted over their globe. In _ rocket 
vehicles they visit their, friends in 
a few minutes, no matter where they 
live. Some may like to spend week- 
ends on the moon and some may 
plan to emigrate to Mars. They have 
all lost, long since, any childish 
amazement at radioactive lamps or 
cars driven by nuclear power. They 
live in leisure and security and each 
citizen of the world must give but 
one year of work as his contribution 
to the well-being of ail. From the 
world that belongs to the fantastic 
past, only good cooking, love, and 
interest in science and art are retained. 
But we can change this picture. 

We can project the history of the 
stone age into the future and add 
to the scenery traces of twisted 
railway tracks and undeciphered 
splinters from a destroyed civili- 
zation. We can see grass and 
weeds growing over the shambles of 
destroyed cities, and amidst them 
men returning to caves wilh bows 
and arrows after their hunt for 
animals or feilow men. 

Perhaps slowly, after centuries and 
centuries, these men will,; as our 
ancestors did, create a new culture 
of their own until they learn throngh 
study and excavations to understand 
the story of that civilization which 


‘destroyed itself by the invention of 


atomic power. 
This Generation Must Decide 


Today we can easily visualize these 
two worlds, so far removed from each 
other. We could also have done so 
just as well fortv years ago, but then 
the picture could only have been a 
play of the imagination, a fanciful 
thought of Utopia, or the horrid 
thought of a destroyed world. It is 
different todav. For the first time in 
the history of mankind, the present 
generation must set its steps along 
one of these two roads leading towards 
two opposite goals. For the first time 
in the history of mankind we hold in 
our weak and inexperienced hands 
the destiny of our world.

A Woman Who Played Her Part Well

Dear Farm Women: 

Probably you have all been reading 
comments from time to time regretting 
the fact that women do not play the 
part they should—other than being 
the mothers of men—in the life of the 
country. Perhaps that is true of 
many of us; perhaps we had better 
regretfully admit it. 

But if we want to point to one who 
has played her part so well that it is 
outstanding, we can point to the late 
E. Cora Hind, LL.D. We can read 
the story of her life in Brave Harvest 
by Kennethe Haig (Thomas Allen, 
Toronto, price $2.50) who, by the 
way, is to be congratulated for her 
work in recording the story. 

History of Our Own West 
Reading this book is in a sense 

reading the agricultural! history of 
Western Canada; and very interesting 
it will be for farm readers especially, 
from the very life-like photo at the 
first on to the end. I can well imagine 
the, “Yes, I remember’s’’, so many 
incidents will be recalled, so many 
issues lived over as the author brings 
back memories of conventions for 
many, and the work of a friend to 
others. History becomes a more vital 
thing if such a book is read by our 
younger people. It brings a realization 
of the almost, unbelieveable changes 
in our manner of life in so short a 
time. 

Think, for instance, that Miss 
Hind heard of a firm. who had 
bought one of those new machines, 

a typewriter—no one in the office 

could use it. She hired it for a 

month and worked with such en- 

thusiasm that she was the first 
woman typist of Western Canada. 

Think of the girls and girls from 
our Western country homes who have 
followed in her footsteps and mastered 
the typewriter. Society has in a sense 
been revolutionized. And also think 


of the demonstration of that new 


machine—the cream separator. 
Women May Well Say ‘‘Thank You” 
Cora Hind pioneered again in the 
writing of some articles wanted for a 
big milling firm and for a Chicago 
livestock publication. When the arti- 


cles came signed E. C. Hind instead’ 


of her usual ‘‘E. Cora Hind” she 
wrote at once to ask the reason for 
the change. When the pubiishers 
explained they thought it would 
carry more weight if they did not 
realize it was written by a woman, 
back went the word that unless it 
came out under her usual signature 
not one line was to be used. “TI felt 
I owed it to other women writers,” 
she said. Women other than writers 
may well say “Thank you’. 

But on goes the book telling of her 
working for -the Manitoba Dairy 
Association, of achieving her ambition 
to get on the Manitoba Free Press, 
of which she became so prominent 
a part, or her crop estimating, of her 
work for the different branches of 
agriculture. As one writer commented 
of her, “She knew wheat, but she 
loved live-stock.”’

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World Wheat Situation 


By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 
Superintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


CT? PSOE 

Tt now seems apparent that the 
wheat requirements of importing na- 
tions during the 1945-46 crop year 
will be over, 1,200 million bushels. 
But total exports are likely to be less 
than 900 million bushels, so that a 
large number of people will have to 
get by on short rations until new 
crops are harvested. 

Exporting Nations Delve Deep 


The four large wheat exporting 
nations—Canada, the United States, 
Argentina and Australia—are delving 
deep into limited wheat reserves to 
supply the demand. The United 
States Department of Agriculture esti- 
mates that by July lst next combined 
wheat stocks in these four exporting 
countries are likely to be down to 
400 million bushels as compared with 
an average figure from 1935 to 1939 
of 458 million bushels. Only three 
years ago July Ist stocks in these 
countries were at an all-time high of 
1,740 million bushels. 

The following table gives actual 
wheat exports of the four principal 
exporting countries from July to 
December in 1945 and the estimated 
exports for the first six months -of 
1946. These figures were issued by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, and the estimate for 
Canada looks rather high.

Bread as Symbol of Life 

Herbert Hoover, chairman of the 
United States Famine Emergency 
Committee, reported that there are 
about 150 million people in Europe 
who must have overseas food supplies 
during the next four months if wide- 
anand famine is to be prevented. He 
says hunger has placed three words 
every hour of the day on the tongues 
of these 150 millions of people. The 
first is ‘‘bread’’. Bread has a reality 
as a symbol of life as never before in 
history. To reduce the bread ration 
is a symbol of calamity. The second 
word is ‘fats’, for which there is an 
insatiable craving and physical need. 
The third word is “calories”. That 
word has become everywhere the grim 
measure of the steps along the road 
from plenty to hunger and to star- 
vation. 

Once the next four months are 
assed, conditions may be easier in 
urope, Most-sections on that conti- 
nent show early prospects for.a wheat. 
crop above 1945. In France produc- 
tion may he about enough for domestic 
needs. Spain’s wheat crop is, favor- 
able, with the acreage largest since 
1936. There are good crop prospects 
in Italy and in North Africa. This 
latter -region is normally a wheat 


- exporter, but it had to have supplies 


from North America this crop year. 
On the whole, prospects are for a 
world wheat crop in 1946 well above 
1945 production, but Europe is likely 
to continue to require heavy imports 
for another year or two at least.

of delivery and transport of food to 
needy countries. 

In the face of these conditions 
abroad, complaints of temporary meat 
shortages in some ‘centres have, it is 
felt, a hollow ring In a statement of 
the Black Market situation in Canada, 
the chairman of the Prices’ Board, 
Donald Gordon, has struck at this 
evil. He points out that Canada is 
as free from the so-called “Black Mar- 
ket”’ as any place in the world, but 
adds that ‘‘Black Markets in Canada 
are transactions where some_ people 
express their selfishness’’, while ‘black 
markets in many other countries have 
become a matter of life or death to 
thousands of people’. 


Court Records Since 1939 

Since September, 1939, Canadians 
have paid a total of $1,780,000 in fines 
for offences against wartime regula- 
tions, while 253 have been given jail 
sentences. Many others have served 
sentences when unable to pay fines. 
Between September: Ist, 1939, and 
February 28th, 1946, the number of 
those who have been convicted for 
various offences against Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board regulations have 
been: (a) prices 8,435; (b) rentals 
2,350; (c) rationing 3,115 and others 
1,637. a at goods without sur- 
rendering the proper number of cou- 
pons, false statements, counterfeit 
coupons, etc., accounted for most of 
the rationing convictions. 

Mr. Gordon has pointed out that 
“every person willing to pay one cent 
over selling prices or purchase rationed 
goods without surrendering the proper 
number of coupons is guilty of. con- 
tributing to black market activities.” 
It is “‘secrecy’”’ that presents the major 
problem. The breaking of counterfeit 
coupon rackets has been the biggest 
job of the enforcement branch of the 
Prices Board. The largest. organiza- 
tion has been in the manufacture of 
counterfeit gasoline and food coupons. 

In the case of meat rationing, it is 
explained, the main control is through 
the licensing of those permitted to

slaughter cattle. ‘‘When these people 
fail to stamp meat and slaughter above 
quotas sllowed upgrading taker place, 
and when the meat nde its way to 
retail stores it is almost impossible to 
trace its source unless the retailer will 
disclose the name of his supplier. 
Invoices are generally in perfect order. 
It is the extra money which changes 
hands and is not shown on any invoice 
which creates the black market.” 


The greatest number of infractions 
at the present time are against price 
ceilings, with retailers and whulesalers 
seiling above the lawful price. ‘‘No 
national pruject such as price control 
and. rationing’ can be successfully 
enforced, unless those -who witl derive 
the greatest benefit are willing to 
co-operate and accept their individual 
responsibility in carrying out the 
regulations. It is almost entirely in 
the hands of the public to stamp out 
black markets,” Mr. Gordon stated. 


Food Conservation Committee 


Recently the Food Conservation 
Committee was set up by the Prime 
Minister to increase the flow of food 
abroad to needy countries. It is 
urged by officials of the Department 
of Agriculture that one way to aid 
in the project 1s in the continuance of 
home and community gardens. The 
committee is under the chairmanship 
of A. M. Shaw, who is chairman of 
the agricultural supplies board and 
formerly was dean of the faculty of 
agriculture in the University of Sas- 
katchewan., 

Since the committee was established 
the question has been brought up in 
some quarters whether the production 
of these gardens would interfere with 
the marketing of Canadian garden 
and farm products in case there 
should be bumper crops. Figures 
released show that the commercial 
pack of canned foods in the past year 
was on the whole 50 per cent, down from 
a normal year. Canned tomatoes were 
down 41} per cent and tomato juice 
down 43 per cent. The tomato short- 
age was particularly serious, it is 
pointed out, as through tomatoes 
those im lower income brackets are 
able to secure the vitamins needed for 
adequate nutrition. Because.of. the 
general decline in canned foods, reserve 
stocks have been used up, and the 
demand in Canada. runs high. If 
there should be a good crop the 
demand at home, and the ready market 
in Britain and Europe, and the great 
needs of UNRRA, will take care of 
the full extent of production. 


Decline in Marketing 


The marketings of hogs continue 
to show sharp declines from last year. 
From January lst to April 20th the 
inspected slaughterings in Western 
Canada numbered 881,802 compared 
with 1,501,535 in the same. period of 
1945, a decline of 41.3 per cent. In 
Eastern Canada the number was 
684:451 compared with 819,366, a 
decline of 16.5 per cent. The overall 
decline for the Dominion ‘was 32.5 
per cent. The beef cattle slaughter- 
ings, on the other hand, showed a 
slight advance in the West, the 1946 
figure being 304,323 compared with 
293,000 in 1945, while in the East 
the figures for 1946 and 1945 were 
the decrease 
being 18.3 per cent. For the entire 
Dominion. the decline was 5.2 per 
cent. The slaughterings of sheep and 
lambs showed a substantial increase, 
particularly in the West, where the 
figure for 1946 stands at 151,364 com- 
pared with 92,633 in 1945, an increase 
of 63.4 per cent. In Eastern Canada 
the figures for the two years were 
1946, 106,659 compared with 100,707.

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There is a world-wide shortage of sugar. Last year world sugar production was twenty-five 


percent below 1939. Reasons for the decrease are: 


e Destruction of the sugar industries in Java and the Philippines. 
e Shortages of labour and fertilizers in many sugar-producing countries. 
e Last year’s drought in the Caribbean area, especially Cuba. 


e Damage to European sugar beet fields. 


World sugar supplies are pooled for the benefit of the United Nations. Canada, the United States and Great Britain are 
allotted an equal share of sugar according to population. Available supplies musi also be maintained with othercountries. 


TEN POUNDS OF CANNING SUGAR PER PERSON 


This year’s canning sugar allowance is ten pounds per person—the 
same as last year. Instead of special canning sugar coupons, ten addi- 
tional green “S’’ coupons are being made available for the purchase 
of canning sugar. 
S8 to $12 inclusive become valid on May 2nd; S17 to S21 inclusive on 
July 4th. Each coupon is good for the purchase of one pound of sugar. 
The ten “‘S’ coupons for canning sugar are in addition to the “S” 


coupons which regularly become valid each month for the purchase of 
sugar and preserves. 

Those who do not wish to do home canning may use the extra coupons 
to buy commercially packed, jams, jellies, canned fruit, etc., or sugar 
to supplement the regular ration. 

The ten ‘'S’’ coupons for canning sugar need not be used immediately 


f they become valid. You will be given ample notice of their expiry date.

Any valid ‘“‘S’’ Coupon, including those shown 
here, may be used to purchase sugar for can- 
ning, or the amount stated below of preserves. 


The green .‘“‘S’’ coupons $8 to $12 and S17 to $21 are in 
addition to the “‘S’’ coupons which regularly become valid 
each month for the purchase of sugar and preserves. They 
are being validated to make available enough sugar for 
‘home canning or for other household uses.
